He was given 
no prior notice, nor was 
he officially. informed of 
its publication. He read 
about it eventually in an 
old copy of The Times 
while cruising in the 
Mediterranean late in 
November. ‘ 


Markham's Flag Captain also 
enn In for “attnek from the 
Adintralty for not “carrying out 
‘the orders which he find re- 
celved with due rapidity and 
eficieney” and thelr Lordships 
felt Lcund, “to express regret 
that he did nol manifest the 
promoutitude and decision which 
tre ceeasion cemanded for the 
seeurity of his ship.” 

Markham was allowed to 
serve out the last few months of 
his 
command. He then went on to 
hulf-pay, and devoted much of 
his time to Freemasonry. At 
Ieust he achieved distinction 


Lin the Masonie ‘world, becoming 


the Grand Master for Malta and 
Inter the Founder and the First 
Master of the Navy Lodge. 


No Doubt 


But apart from a term 
Commander - in- chief of —.the 
Nore, Markixim received little 
further encouragement from the 
Admiralty and finally retired In 
1906. 

The offer of his services was 
refused during the Boer War 
and in 1914 when he worked in 
his capacity of Treasurer of the 
Minesweepers’ Fund. 

But although he married at 
the age of 53 and had a daughter 
which provided him with much 
solace during his Inst years, 
Markham never recovercd from 
the distress and shame of the 
Victoria collision, He dicd a 
fortnight before the end of the 
Great War on October 18, 1918. 

But while the Court Martinl’s 
verdict. was received with 
general satisfaction, it must be 
uceepted that strong evidence in 
Sir George Tryon’s favour was 
withheld or understated before, 
during and after the court 
martial.

On April 19, 1933, 9 Jean 
Batten, 23° years old, tucked a 
litde woolly black cat mascot 
into her pocket, wrapped a New 
Aculand- flag round her neck as 
uosearf, and took off from 
Lympne.

Over the Channel Jean Batten

More records 

The cngine beat out a happy 
rhythm.

Next, she made the first direct 
flight from England to New 
Zealand, 

There was a lot of anger 
about her flying the 1,524 miles 
of the Tasenan Sca alone,

Before the take off, above the 
noise of the engine, she beckoned 
a reporter over and wrote in his 
notebook: “If I go down in the 
scat no one must fy out lo look 
for me....I have no wish to im- 
peril the lives of others.” 

That didn’t stop the Mayor of 
Auckland, who greeted her, from 
saying: “You deserve a good 
spanking.” 

Back across ‘the Timor Seca 
she hated she flew once more 
from Australia to England. « 

It was 1937, and Jean Batten 
was 28, ‘ 

She had made six record 
flights. Three of them stl 
stand today, And just as 
suddenly as she came on the 
seene so she faded, : 

She never attempted another 
record. Instead, she flew round 
Europe lecturing for the Britis’ 
Council, . = 

Like many another = spinster 
daughter she spent her time 
earing for her mother. She took 
her to live in Spain, Majorea, 
and Jamaica. 

Of all those famous women 
fliers of her age, Jean Batten is 
one of the very few still alive. 

Attractive, 49, she lives in an 
fsolated home. in the sun, with 
only a bank asa forwarding 
address.
